LONDON, April 28.—The Pope’s pronuncia- 
mento against the plan of eampaign in Ireland 
does not discompose the Home-Rulers. A 
prominent Liberal said last night: ‘‘On the 
essential matters and those about which he 
could not be misinformed, the Holy Father is 
still with his faithful people, but on certain 
matters of detail, due understanding of which 
depends on the accurate knowledge of the im- 
mediate facts, designing persons have in- 
stilled falsehoods into the ears of his Holi- 
ness and his envoy. We respect and 
venerate the Holy Father as much as ever in 
matters of religion. Weareas loyal as ever, 
but as for accepting advice based on Unionist 
falsehoods, itwould be wrong to the Holy 
Father himself to do any such thing. The 
Irish people will not follow the Pope’s wrong 
advice. They will only regret that he has 
been misinformed.’’ 

THE ‘‘PLAN OF CAMPAIGN.’’ 

The confirmation of the report that the 
Pope has issued a decree concerning the 
plan of campaign and boycotting does 
not create as much interest among the 
Irish members as might have been expected. 
The plan of campaign has never been ap- 
proved by Mr. Parnell and has fallen into 
practical desuetude since the passage of the 
leaseholders’ act of last session. The decree 
comes too late to affect it, for its work, such 
as it was, is done. As for boycotting it is in 
operation only in sections where it jumps 
with local desires, and these are too strong to 
be altered or modffied by a dosen papal bulls. 
The thing, of course, is felt to be a grievous 
mistake on the par of Rome, but ‘there will be 
no bad feeling or mutinous talk. 

**ROMB’S INFLU&NCE IN POLITICS.’’ 
LONDON, April 28.—The Daily News says that 
premature importance should not be attached 
to the statement that the Pope has condemned 
the plan of campaign, adding: Even if the 
statement is correct, it is well to remember 
that Ireland has never accepted Rome’s infiu- 
ence in politics.’’

THE TORIES DELIGHTED. 


It is now asserted, apparently with author- 
ity, that the Pope, in his letter to the Irish 
bishops, condemns the plan of campaign and 
boycotting. The Parnellites at first were 
naturally disinclined to believe the rumor. 
The surprising part of the matter is not that 
the Pope should condemn such proceedings, 
but that he publicly proclaims the 
fact, after being silent 80 long. 
The liberal politicians here have been 
very slow to believe the statements 
that the Government intrigued with the Vat- 
ican through the Duke of Norfolk, and were 
willing to accept the solemn assurances of 
Salisbury that Norfolk’s mission was merely 
complimentary on the occasion of the Pope’s 
jubilee. It the latest news proves correct it 
will certainly appear that Salisbury’s assur- 
ances were deliberate misrepresentations, as, 
indeed, his own supporters led people to 


believe. The mere fact that the Pope 
disapproves of the plan of campaign 
is not in itself to be wondered at. 


Parnell, himself, is well known to disapprove 
of it privately. Although he never publicly 
“denounced it, he never formally expressed his 
approval. The Tories, like drowning men 
clutching at straws, greatly exaggerate the 
influence of the Pope. To judge from the 
Times and Standard to-day» they appear to 
think that if the news is confirmed it will be 
the ruin of the Nationalist party. Those who 
understand Irish affairs do not require assur- 
ances such as those of Dillon yesterday that 
this is a delusion.

WHE AMERICAN FLINT-GLASS WORKERS TO 
RESUME WORK.

nst. President William Smith and Secre- 

ta William Dillon of the Journeymen’s 
Union, came on from Pittsburg and explained 
the plan of settlement at a meeting of the 
Brooklyn Union at Williamsburg on Thursday. 
The men said last night: ‘‘Every factory 
east of the Alleghenies will be in full blast on 
Monday week. Everything has been satis- 
factorily settied and everyone is contented, 
one of the Eastern factories have the patent 
appliances used in the West, but the employ- 
ers’ rules insisted that we should do as much 
work withoutthem. It was settled that where 
they asked us to make 100 dozen of lamp 
chimneys instead of eighty dozen we should 
make ninety dozen and soon. Rule 2, thatthe 
employers should employ whom they pleased, 
was withdrawn. In Pittsburg, Meriden, Phil- 
adelphia, Boston, Brooklyn and Port Jervis 
the factories will all open up on Monday 
week. It takes a week to get the fires going.

Interesting Testimony Before the Board of 
Arbitration in New York. 


New YorK, April 28.—The State Board of 
Arbitration and Mediation resumed its investi- 
gation to-day into tne troubles between the 
brewers and the employers.

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THE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


Rumors Which Water-Gas Gibbs’ Arrival

Mr. Gibbs’ arrival always producesa stir, and 
it is wonderful the numbor of odd stories that 
his coming can set afloat. Rumor had it last 
evening that he had been negotiating for a pur- 
chase of the control in the Laclede Gas-Light 
Company, and, having succeeded in ob- 
taining that control, had come on to 
manipulate it into the Trust. There 
was an absence of reasonadle founda- 
tion for this story. Laclede at 115 is 
not an attractive purchase for a snrewd bust 
ness man like Mr. Gibbs. Another story was 
that the Laclede had become alarmed on 
threats being made by the Trust to squeeze it 
and wanted to come in, and that Gibbs had 
come to arrange terms for its admission. This 
plaintive little tale has no reason for exist- 
ence, os a more defiant, obstinate set 
of men than the Laclede Board could — 
be found. They would go into the Trust if 
they could get twice as much for their stock 
as itis worth, but failing such favorable terms 
they are content to exist separately. The third 
and most probable story was that Mr. Gibbs 
had come to 8t. Louis to confer with the Trust 
Trustees and his local advisers relative to a plan 
of campaign directed against the Laclede and 
having for its object the drawing of the way- 
ward company intothe fold. It will not be a 
bonfire and torch-light procession campaign. 
There will be no spread-eagle oratory. It will 
be a quiet watching of business cunning 
against cunning. The enemies will chew the 
same bean pod.

THE RAILROADS. | 


ENORMOUS LOSSES CAUSED BY RATE WARS 
AND LIGHT TRAFFIC. 


An Estimate of the Decrease in the Earn- 
ings of Chicago Railroads—The M., K. 
K T. Complications— Ihe Cleveland, St. 
Louis & Kansas City Road Mortgaged— 
General News. 


CHICAGO, III., April 28.—A local paper says: 
‘*Stasements prepared by Chairman Midgiey 
showing the losses during the late rate war 
show thatin addition to the heavy reduction 
in rates there wasa startling decrease in ton- 
nage compared withthe corresponding period 
in 1887. Especially was this true in regard to 
east-bound tonnage, the net decrease being 51 
percent. The principal decline was in wheat 
and other grains. Although the decrease in 
westward bound tonnage was only 17 per 


cent, the reduction in revenue compared with 
that derived from westward tonnage during 
the corresponding periodJjast year was 64 per 
cent, while in the case of revenue from east- 
ward tonnage it was 714% per cent. Stated in 
money—the westward decrease was $477,487, 
and the eastward $627,162—a total of $1,104,649. 
This loss, however, cannot be entirely 
attributed to the rate war. The decline in 
tonnage would have occurred in any event. 

A CAREFULLY COMPILED ESTIMATE 
based on the difference between the reduced 
rate and the tariff, however, shows that the 
decrease in revenue caused a loss of over 
$600,000 altogether. Mostof this amount was 
sacrificed by the Southwestern lines during 
the four weeks they were engaged in the war. 
Owing to the interstate law the troubles could 
not be confined to the Northwest. The lines 
from Lake Superior to Texas were included. 
It is calculated that the loss reached a total of 
$1,250,000 on through traffic. Tothis should be 
added reductions to and from interior points, 
atrafiicthree or four times as large as the 
through business.

ground that it had no authority todo anything 
except to elect a new Board of Directors. 
When this object has been accomplished the 
committee may be justified in an opinion 
about the conditions of the two com- 
panies. The play is for position 
and it looks as if the bondholders’ 
committee had the present advantage. The 
rate of interest on the bonded debt will be re- 
duced undoubtedly, but there would appear 
to be no reason why large rates should be 
paid. The reduction of interest charges, as 
the star of empire moves westward, is as- 
sured. ' 

In a letter to the committee Russell Sage 
proposes the reorganization of the company 
on a lower interest basis. He admits 
indirectly the success of the opposi- 
tion — saying: ‘‘if the Board of Directors 
shouid decline this proposition we would in- 
terchange business with your company in 
such a way as to produce the best results for 
both companies. We don’t doubt being able 
to give a much larger tonnage to the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas than that road can give to us.

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ER CASTLE” ON CHOUTEAU AVENUE 
10 BE DEMOLISHED VERY SOON. - 


Bistory of an Architectural Monstrosity 
Which Was Built ata Cost of $75,000 
and Which Was Afterward Sold With the 
Lot for $14,000—A Relic of War Times— 
Sales ahd Transfers Made To-Day and 
Prices Obtained—Real Property News. 


At a meeting of Chouteau avenue property- 
owners held last evening Maj. Charles E. 
Pearce announced his intention of wrecking 
bis unique and costly house at the southwest 
corner of Chouteau and St. Ange avenues, 
known as Oracker Castle, the material of 
which is to be used in the construction of five 
three-story stone buildings on the site of his 
present home. 

There is probably no residence in the city 
that has excited so much comment and criti- 
cism as Cracker Castie, occasioned by the un- 
accountable oddities of its peculiar arehitect- 


ure that has been the butt of ridicule for 
more than a quarter of a century. 
It was built from the spoils t 


war, reaped by Charles Pierce, who made 
alarge amount of money furnishing hard- 
tack under Government contract to the army 
during the civil strife. Having become sud- 
denly wealthy the cracker baker conceived 


the idea of building tne most palatial 
residence in the West, and when 
that became known he was be- 


sieged by architects in all parts of the 
ountry. Finally he selected one from the 
East, who was given carte blanche in regard 
to design and proportion of the proposed 
structure, and the result was one of the most 
grotesque-looking castles to be found any- 


where in the Western States. It 
has been said that notwithstanding 
the building cost $75,000, there 


is not a comfortable, pleasant room in it, the 
elaborately furnished interior peing most re- 
markable for a multiplicity of niches, dark 
corners and narrow winding stairways. The 
ground it occupies fronts 127% by a depth 
of 185 feet, and the premises having 
been sold when the avenue 
was yet in its pristine — as an aristocratic 
residence street were purchased for $50,000 by 
F. C. Sharp, at that time a member of the law 
firm of Sharp & Broadhead, who traded a Pine 
street residence which he owned in those days 
in * payment tor the monstrosity of gables 
and towers which he afterwards made his 
home piace.

OnE of the most important legal de- 
cisions relating to railroads has been ren- 
dered by Judge MaxweELLof the Nebraska 
State Supreme Court in the case of the 
State against the Atchison & Nebraska 
Railroad Company.

Two Well Known Citizens—Waiter Sam 
Herberg Tells Why He Was Thrown

On complaint of Samuel Herzberg Justice 
Eugene B. Cronin yesterday issued a joint 
warrant for assault and battery against Mr. 
Herman Morell, who is in business at No. 127 
Market street, and Mr. A. Rassfeld, whose 
place of business is at No. 115 North 
Second street. The complainantis a waiter and 
a member of the Waiters’ Union; the defend- 
ants are both highly-respected merchants, 
who have been engaged in business in this 
city for many years, and are at the head of 
their respective firms. In addition to the 
charges of assault and battery, Herzberg has 
instituted a suit for damages in the sum 
of $250 against the gentlemen named above. 
Whatever may be the merits of the cases he is 
prosecnting he certainly has evidence of dam- 
ages sustained at somebody’s hands, as he 
now makes his ‘‘front’’ behind two badly 
blackened opties, which he claims has given 
him a disreputable appearance that discredits 
him and adds to his damages by preventing 
him from pursuing his daily avocation. 


The occurrences which led up to these 
legal proceedings are not yet known to some 
of the ladies and gentlemen who were within a 
dozen feet of the spot, on which the evi- 
dence at hand goes to show a lively scene was

An Accident at 0 Croming in Which Two 
Companies Were Involved — Judge 


The Verdict in the Moon Case—Satisfac- 
tion Acknowledged and a Relinquish- 
ment in the Lucas Divorce Case—Legal 
News and Notes. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision of 
interest to passengers upon street cars in the 
suit of George L. Morgan vs. St. Loud Cable 
& Western Railway Company and Northern 
Central Railroad Company. The Court over- 
rules the motion for new trial. The plaintiff 
was a passenger on one of the cars of the 
Cable Railway Company, running south along 
Fourteenth street, on the ist of November last. 
He was injured at the crossing: at Fourteenth 
street and Morgan by a car of the Northern 
Central line running against the rear platform 
of the cable car, upon which the plaintiff was 
riding. The platform was crowded with pas- 
sengers so that it was impossible for the 
plaintiff to escape the direct effect of the col- 
lisionr. Both cars were in motion, the 
cable car going over the crossing at its usual 
speed at crossings, and the horse car going 
with loosened brakes, the horses having been 
detached, because at this point in the 
Northern Central tracks changes were being 
made which necessitated the taking of the 
cars over it by their own momentum and by 
hand, : ä 

The plaintiff brought this suit against both 
companies and obtained a verdict against 
them jointly for $500, The Court holds that the 
verdict against the Northern Central Company 
was well sustained by the evidence which 
shoyed that the driver and conductor left the 
horse car and alloweded it to run into the 
crossing without any attention from them. 
As to the Cable Company, the plaintiff was 
their passenger: hence that company was 
bound to exercise the highest degree of care 
of a very prudent person to carry 
him mags, and was liable for the sligntest 
neglect. Itis the duty of the Court to submit 
tothe jury almostevery case where an in- 
jured passenger is suing a carrier because ev- 
idence of the siightest omission of duty shifts 
the burden of proof to the carrier to excul- 
pate himself. Thelaw will presume that a 
stage-coach can be driven with safety 
by the exercise of high, care 
and therefore the upsetting of the coach is 
prima facie evidence of negligence sufficient to 
entitle the injured passenger to a recovery 
unless the carrier has by evidence shown 
that he has done all in his power to avoid 
the casualty. 

The sudden jerking of a street car when 
starting and while under control of 
the driver is sufficient evidence of 
negligence to warrent a verdict 
against the carrier in favor of the injured 
passengers unless the carrier has shown by 
affirmative evidence that the driver was 
blameless. Inthis case the cable gripman, 
when he reached the intersection of Morgan 
street, instead of waiting, passed on between 
the detached Narthern Central team and the 
car, which was full of passengers harry- 
ing to get down town. The Northern Central 
car was in motion—when the cable gripman 
pushed ahead and bya race hoped to make 
the crossing first. Prudence forbade his tak- 
ing the risk and the result made a case for 
consideration of the jury.

Mrs. Grant Almost the Sole Visitor at the 
Old Commander’s Last Resting Place.

NEw Tonk, April 28.—The April wind played 
lazily with the ragged remnants of the tat- 
tered flag which was unfuriea near Gen. 
Grant’s tomb yesterday. Alight mist hung 
over the waters of the Hudson just beyond 
Point Washington, where the smooth, rocky 
face of the palisades presents itself so boldly 
tothe Hudson. That it was the birthday of 


the dead hero did not seem to attract more 
than the usual number of spring day visitors 
to his tomb. In the morning Mrs. Grant 
brought several pots of living hydrangeas 
and lilies, whose fragrance filled the vault with 
u grateful perfume, but these were the only 
floral offerings of the day. Occasionally the 
occupants of a carriage would alight and gaze 
through the grated door of the vault; but 
many more droveon tothe hostelry beyond, 
and the aged veteran who opens carriage 
doors at the foot of the path leading to the 
tomb found ample time to smoke his pipe un- 
disturbed on the sward opposite.

SULLIVAN, THE BRUTE. 


John L.’s Disgraceful Conduct on Board the 
Catalonia. 


A special from Boston to the Cincinnati u- 
quirer yesterday says: ‘‘There has been several 
sensational stories about town ever since Sulli- 
van’s return from England relative to his con- 
duct on shipboard. From this it would seem 
that Sullivan took practical control of the Cat- 
alonia and made things merry for the other 
passengers. He is charged with gross dissipa- 


tion and brutality. The stories were vigor- 
ously denied by his friends or A with a 
laugh or jest. There did seem be an air of 
improbability about them, but an- 
inquiry. however, shows that there 
is more than the requisite grain ot 
truth in them. Sullivan seems to have come 
mostin connection on shipboard with the 
petty officers and stewards. He was angry 
with the steamer officials when he left England 
because they refused to allow his friends there 
on board to bid him farewell. 

This ill mood was deepened by the position 
of John’s state room, which was next that of 
a clergyman, Rev. W. 8. Manly, a returning 
miesionary, who had four small children. 
John and the parson struck fire at once. The 
children chattered to John’s discomfort. 
John indulged very freely in profane and gross 
language, to the parson’s horror. They first 
struck fire, however, ina theological 
sion relative to heaven and hell. So emphatic

He rang violently one 
evening for the bed-room steward. Was

‘*‘Shut up that bloody mouth, said Sullivan. 
Tou won’t, eh?’’ and the pride of Boston 
landed his right upon the German’s nose, 
causing a profuse flow of blood. 

The carpenter on the Oatalona is a plucky 
wiry little Scotchman. He carried a billy all 
one day in his sleeve with the intention of 
smashing John if he insulted him again as he 
did when he first came on board. John in one 
of his drunken freaks took the handsome gold 
watch which Mr. Magnet, his Liverpool ad- 
mirer gave him on St. Patrick’s ay, and 
drawing it from his pocket, with the expres- 
sion, ‘‘Here she goes,’’ deliberately smashed 
it against the bar. John fell beneath one of 
the boats. When he attempted to rise the 
keel struck him in the back. Tou're the 
first man dared to hit me when I was down,’’ 
he blurted. ‘‘Mrs, Suilfivan’’—Annie Living- 
stone—was jealous of John on the way 
over, and sent the stewards several times to 
see what company ne was in. I'll let them 
know,’’ said she, that there is a Mrs. Sulll- 
van. John, to show his authority over her, 
took a pet canary bird, tore it in pieces and 
threw it overboard.

Mr. Spencer also told his friends 
that Sullivan and Anna Livingstone made 
such a disturbance in their rooms every night 
that the other passengers could not sleep. In 
one of their rows Sullivan was heard to ex- 
claim: ‘‘I’ligomy way, and you can go to 
h—l.’*’ The passengers sought to have Capt. 
Wiley put bim in arms, but he sought to settle 
matters without resorting to that. Sullivan's 
whole conduct seems to have been disgrace- 
ful. He seems to have been drunk nearly all 
the time untii they were within a couple of 
days of Boston. he Catalonia officials seems 
to have regarded him as some peoullar animal 
who was entitled to different treatment than 
others. They were guarded in their state- 
ments.
